Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the indefinite rejection and has 
not found them to be persuasive. Examiner contends that the reasonable interpretation of the 
phrase "said-processor device being controlled during startup by said output signal" would be 
that the such is only controlled only "during startup". If this intend is that the device is 
controlled during periods other than "startup", the phrase "during startup" would be superfluous. 

Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the art rejection and has not found 
them to be persuasive. Examiner's contention that the language concerning the "processor 
device" is intended use is based on the fact that such is clearly not part of the "apparatus" (as 
understood from the preamble) and because it is clear that this is how the "apparatus" is intended 
to operate with the processor. Further, this would further be considered mere functional 
language. As case law has established, if the prior art reference is capable of providing the 
functional language, the claims are not patentably distinct. 

Thus, the outstanding rejections are hereby maintained.
